‘Acute Articular Rheuma- 
tism Is Very Serious Dis- 
ease, Requiring Expert 
Treatment and Bed Rest 


CUTE articular rheumatism, 
or rheumatic fever, is a very 
common and very serious discase, 
@specially for children and young 
adults. it commences with chili 
ness followed 
by high fever, 
rapid puise, 
and sweating 
and great 
weakneSs. 
‘There is also 
acute prin 
with tender- 
ness, swell- 
ing, heat ana 
recness oe of 
one or more 
of the large 
joints. 

Tote | oC Os = 
mences witi- 
cut warning, 
but in more than huif the cases 
there is a history of tonsillitis or 
cold in the head a week or jnore 
before. 

It sometimes affects only one 
joint at first, but usually it be- 
gins in two or more joints, par- 
ticularly the ankles, knees, wrists, 
or elbows, and then spreads 
rapidly to other joints. 

Tt is most likely, to occur in the 
fall and winter i the temperate 
gone, when, as a result of wet 
and chilly weather, oe of 
the throat and nose are ast 
prevalent. The onset is usually 
very sudden with high fever, 
severe pain, and great prostra- 
tion. 

The swelling and redness of 
the place of trouble are severe, 
and the affected jeint is so pain- 
ful that any movement or jar 
may cause the patient to cry out 
with agony. Even the bed covers 
may be too heavy and the patient 
wants to be left entirely alone. 


* * * 


HE WILL cry out with pain it 
you even approach the bed. 
There is rapid loss of flesh and 


strength, fever is high and sweat- 
ing profuse, so the condition be- 
comes serious at once. It is a 
most discouraging disease. A few 
joints may be affected; suddenly 
it may leave them and attack 
some other joints with an in- 
¢erease in fever and pain and 
swelling. 

The whole system is affected. 
It may last for a day or two and 
become better, only to start 

again; and the entire course of 
the acute attack may be several 
weeks, The joints are immovable 
during the attack, but after the 
pain and swelling subside weak- 
ness results, though scldom any 

stiffness of the joint. 


The most serious results are in 
Gamage done to the heart. its 
inner lining, valves, and muscles. 
It is probable that this occurs in 
ninety per cent of the cases that 
last over four or five days. This 
damage to the heart is great. and 
it is very probable that a large 
number of the heart disease cases 
found in later life are the result 
of one cr more such experiences 
with rheumatic fever. 

One attack leaves the patient 
more l:able to other attacks. 
When the disesse occurs, abso- 
lute rest in bed until the fever 
has disappeared is imperative.

ED rest must be insisted upon 
even if the pain does not re- 
cuire il, since infection of the 
heart is sometimes not apparent 
at first, and the rest will help to 
control its severity. Pleurisy, 
pneumopia, and especially chorea 
cr St? Witus dance are frequent 
results und the bed rest helps to 
prevent these. 

The affected joints should be 
wrapped in cotton pads. An 
ointment composed of guaiacol, 
cne dram; menthol, 4% dram; 
and Janolin, one ounce, applied 
frequently and kept covered will 
aid in controlling the pain and 
relieve fever and swelling. 


There is one type of drug for 
rheumati: fever and that is the 
salicylates. Salicylate of stron- 
tium may be given, 15 grains 
every hour for ten or twelve doses 
or until the ears begin to ring 
and then continued in smaller 
doses till the disease has passed. 
This controls the pain and over- 
comes the infection in the blood 
stream. 

In severe cases sedative drugs 
may be required for a short time. 
After the fever, swelling, and 
pain. have disappeared, bed rest 
should be insisted upon for some 
weeks. An abundance of fluids, 
good nourishing diet, and fre- 
‘“egent bathing are necessary.

Frederick P. Keppel, President of Carnegie Corpor- 
... ation, Thinks College Education Useless 


or 


T PROBABLY takes an educa- 
tor to come right out and say 
that college educations today are 
washouts, and the man who 
makes this statement is Frederick 
P. Keppel, who attended Colum- 
bia,.Pittsburgh, Hamilton, Union, 
Michigan, and Toronto Universi- 


ties at various times. Mr. Keppel 
now is president of the Carnegie 
Corporation, and has the respon- 
sibility of spending the income 
from $150,000,000 each year. 

Some time ago Mr. Keppel de- 
fined education as “something 
you got in youth, like the measles, 
and from which you were after- 
ward immune.” 

Of course, that’s a harsh .sum- 
mation, but there was a twinkle 
in his eye when he spoke. He ex- 
plained that he believed the aca- 
demic arts do not exist in the 
United States, that we have no 
art tradition only a_ business 
background. He and Robert L. 
Duffus wrote a joint report for 
the President’s Research Com- 
mission on Social Trends, point- 


ing out that it was useless for a 
young man to go to college. 

Mr. Keppel has had a long, 
honorable — and husy — career. 
Sa of an international art deal- 

he spent his’ later formative 
vor at the colleges and then 
started in the publishing busi- 
ness.. This was not a world- 
shaking achievement but in 1910 
he received a call from Colum- 
bia to be Dean. Some persons 
called him “the gloomy Dean.” 
because even then his outlook 
on education was dark. 

During part of the war he was 
Third Assistant Secretary of War, 
a director,of the Red Cross in 
sixteen countries, and the first 
American commissioner to the 
International Chamber of Com- 
merce in Paris. He did not re- 
turn to America until 1922, when 
he worked on New York City's 
regional plan. The next year he 
became president of the Carnegie 
Corporation, and has been thcre 
ever since.

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Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today 


Rice, When Light and Fluffy, ~ 
Is Appreciated By Everybody

ICE is the daily food staple 

of more than half of the 
world’s population. While we do 
not serve rice every day, we all 
like rice when it is properly 
cooked, and we appreciate the 
number ‘of hearty main dishes 
and desserts that can be made. 
Rice deserves to appear on our 
tables more often, and it will, 
once we have mastered the trick 
of turning out tender, fluffy 
whole grains. 

One of the easiest methods of 
cooking rice is with a rice ball. 
Put one cup of rice into this 
container, let cold water run 
through until the water is.clear, 
then put into a large kettle of 
rapidly boiling water to which 
one teaspoon of salt to each 
quart of water has been added. 

Cook until the rice is tender— 
twenty to twenty-five minutes 
for white rice and about forty 
minutes for the brown. Before 
taking the rice from the ball 
vinse with hot water and drain. 
One cup of uncooked rice makes 
four cups when cooked. 

Frozen Rice Pudding 

Scald two cups milk in the 
upper part of a double boiler and 
pour over the yolks of two eggs 
and one-half cup sugar that 
have been beaten together. Re- 
turn to the double boiler and 
cook, stirring constagtly until 
the mixture coats the spoon. Add 
one cup cooked rice and two 
cups drained, crushed pineapple. 
Chill. Fold in one cup of cream, 
whipped and one-half teaspoon 
salt. Pour into the freezing tray 
of a mechanical refrigerator or 
pack in equal parts ice and salt 
for three hours. Unmold and 
serve plain. 

East Indian Curry 

Peel, slice and fry a medium 
sized onion until a_ delicate 
brown in two tablespoons butter. 
Add two tablespoons flour and 
one teaspoon curry powder and 
blend thoroughly. Add one bay 
leaf. a sprig of parsley, one-half 
teaspoon salt and then one cup 
light cream and one cup veal 
stock or water. Cook slowly, 
stirring constantly until smooth 
and thickened. Strain, add two 
cups diced cooked veal and heat 
thoroughly. Serve over four cups 
cooked rice. 

Rice Gumbo 

This makes an excellent din- 
ner dish. Dice’ three-fourths 
pound ham and one pound of 
lean beef and brown in a little 
fat. Add two tablespoons of 
chopped parsley, one onion 
sliced, one green _ pepper, 
chopped, and one-half cup of 
chopped celery. Cook the mix- 
ture for a few minutes and add 
two cups water, and four cups 
canned tomatoes. Cover the 
skillet and simmer until the 
meat is almost tender, then add 
four cups sliced okra, a teaspoon 
salt, a few grains pepper and a 
bay leaf and simmer uncovered 
wnatil the okra is tender and the 
stew. thickened. Shape a border 
from cooked rice on a large plat- 

ter and fill the center with the 

gumbo. Coffee and a light salad 
or dessert completes the meal.

vanilla, one-half teaspoon nut- 
meg, three cups milk and two 
cups cooked rice. Mix thorough- 
ly, then pour into a baking dish, 
set in a pan ef cold water and 
bake in a slow oven until the 
custard is setvso that a knife in- 
serted in the center will come 
out clean. The usual baking 
time is about forty minutes. This 
is a delicately flavored dessert 
that is especially appreciated for 
luncheon or after a rather elab- 
orate dinner. 


Rice Fruit Compote 


Beat an egg, add two table- 
spoons sugar and one-half cup 
milk and cook’in a double boiler 
until the custard coats a spoon. 
Add one-half teaspoon each va- 
nilla and lemon extract and 
three cups cooked rice and mix 
well. Pour into individual molds 
and chill. Turn into serving 
dishes and ‘garnish with any 
stewed fruit.
